night. When the grape* are nearly full, 
grown and begin to ripen, it will also be 
highly advantageous to draw off the 
glasses daring the day in fine weather, 



by which bAhs the fruit will be exposed 
to the full influence of the sun, without 
the intervention of a glass, and will at- 
tain a degree of perfection that it rarely 
acquire* in the vinery, or hothouse.
